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What to do in Case of Bleeding. 
When blood is flowing from a wound, it 
that it bestopped, or it may re- 
s death, If it is. a small wound, 
the blood may be stopped by pressing on the 
part. Jf it be arterial blood, a bandage 
should be drawn very tightly around the 
limb, just above tho wound, #o as to allow 
the blood to coagulate, and thus check its 
flow ; if the blood should be from a vein, 
the same should be applied just below the 
wound ; the bandage may be made tighter, 
by slipping a stick underneath the wrapping 
and twisting tightly. We can tell whether 
the blood is from an artery or vein, by its 
color, and by tho manner of ita flow.

Granulated Byelids. 


** What is granulation of the eyes? what 
are its cause, symptoms and cure? is it the 
cause of movable lines over the sight?” are 
questions that are oftenasked. There is no 
connection between disease and the lines 
mentioned. The latter are of little impor- 
tance, Most people may see them on look- 
ing steadily at a white wall or a cloud. 
They are supposed to be shadows of objects 
within the eye—parts of its structure— 
thrown on the retina, and thence projected 
greatly enlarged, into space, They trouble 
short-sighted people more than others, but 
they do not indicate disease, 

Granulated lids are a form of conjunctivitis 
—an inflammation of the mucous membrane 
which lines the lids and the front of the 
eyeballs, called the conjunctiva, 

There are four varieties of conjunctivitis, 
With two of them we have, at present, no- 
thing todo, The infantile, which is due to 
contagion, and may speedily result in blind- 
ness if not promptly treated ; and the diph- 
theritic, which occurs mainly in feeble and 
ill-fed children, and which is o serious dis- 
ease, but, thus far, it is not known to have 
appeared in this country, though German 
immigration may at any time bring it here, 

The other two varieties are the simpleand 
contagious, The simple is generally due 
cither to some irritating substances getting 
lodged under the lid, or to exposure to cold. 
In the first’case the trouble subsides on re- 
moval of the offending cause. In the second, 
a simple wash, which should be prescribed 
by a physician, with rest for the eyes and 
protection from dust and sun, will soon re- 
move inflammation. 

By neglect andaggravation from surround- 
ings, it may run into the contaious. In the 
simple form the secretion is only mucous, 
but if it passes into the contagious, the 
secretions become purulent. 

As agoneral thing, the contagious form is 
due to contagion from a similar case, or 
from some other foul secretions in the blood. 
A single infected child at school may give it 
to many of his mates. Cases of blindness 
have so resulted. A towel used in common 
has often imparted it. One should never 
wipe with another's towel. 

The granulations are minute, swollen pro-

OBJECTIONS AGAINST ICED DRINKS. 
Many objections have been raised against 
ico-water and cold drinks generally, Most 
of these have no real foundation, A few 
ot them may be noticed for the purpose of 
showing their weakness. Thus the bad 
teeth observed so often among Americanr, 
which has made dentistry in that country an 
art that has nearly reached perfection, are 
often attributed to the use of iced beverages. 
But the dental imperfection is to be noticed 
in every village and farm-house, where 
such drinks are practically unknown. If 
the universal use of the frying-pan, bot 
bread and the American fire were blamed 
for their results the truth would be much 
nearer approached. Bad cookery is the 
main cause of dental imperfection. 
That dyspepsia—the American diseaso— 
is due to defective cooking and imperfect 
chewing of the food and too great haste in 
eating, is undoubtedly the case in most in- 
stances ; still there are many who believe 
that iced drinks are responsible for almost 
every variety of indigestion. When di- 
gestion isin progress there is a large flow 
of blood towards the stomach. The lining 
of that organ is in a state of congestion.

Pollution of Rain Water, 


The atmosphere, says the Royal Commis- 
sion on the Domestic Water Supply of 
Great Britain, is the recipient of vast ag- 
progate quantities of impurity, derived part- 
ly from the respiration of animals, partly 
from the conbustion of enormous quantities 
of fuel, and partly from excremental dust, 
the fine particles of which, in dry weather, 
become suspended in the air to the extent, 
over the area of this country, of hundreds 
of tons, and remain there for weeks until 
washed out by rain, Thus rain is in real- 
ity water which has washed a more or less 
dirty atmosphere. It ia laden with mineral 
and excrementitious dust, zymotic gorms, 
and the products of animal and vegetable 
decay and paicetones A half-pint of rain 
water condenses out of about 3,378 oubio 
feet of air, and thus in drinking « tumbler 
of water, impurities which would only gain 
access to the lungs in about eight days, 
may bo swallowed at once. On the roofs of 
dwellings this rain water, which is after all 
the only source of our water-supply, meots 
with soot and dust, and on tho fields of 
manure and all sorts of impurities, which it 
carries down into wells, streams and rivers. 
Those sources in their turn are liable to be 
further contaminated by soakings or infil- 
trations from coaspools and Pees and also 
ono larger scale by tho land drainage, sew 
ago and refuse of towns, which flow into our 
rivers, by dead fish and animals and decom 
posing woeds,

Bowen Barrer Poppine.—This pudding 
is composed of flour, butter, eggs and milk. 
Take Taree tablespoonfuls, put it in a basin 
and add sufficient milk to moisten it ; care- 
fully.rab down all the lumps with a spoon, 
then pour in the remainder of the milk and 
stir in one ounce of butter, which mast first 
have been melted. Keep beating the mix- 
ture, and three eggs and a pinch of salt, and 
when the batter is quite smooth either put 
it in a well-buttered basin with a floured 
cloth tied tightly down over it, and this into 
a vessel of boiling water, moving the basin 
about to keep the flour from setting in any 
part, and boil for one and one quarter of an 
hour, or else boil in a floured cloth that has 
been wetted in hot water, and place ina 
vessel of hot water to boil; the pudding thus 
covered will cook in a little less time than 
the other way. Serve with sweet sauce, 
wine sauce, or with depen or tart jam. 
This pudding should be brought to table 
quickly while it is light. 

Baxep Suav.—Baked shad is a delicious 
dish for late spring and early summer, and 
may be prepared as follows: Select a verre 
shad for the purpose, and let it have full, 
bright looking eyes, firm flesh and red gills, 
Scale it, open it, and after cleaning wash it 
well, and then place it in clean, salty water 
to lie a short time. “Before cooking wipe it 
dry, rub it inside and out with a mixture of 
pepper and salt and fill it with a stuffing 
composed of the following, namely, fine 
bread crumbs mixed with a finely mixed 
silver onion, some thyme leaves, rubbed 
small; wlittle sweet: majoram~of-summer sa- 
vory,,and a lump of butter.. Do not use too 
much thyme or summer savory, but just 
enough to give their delightful flavor to the 
dish, _ Sew up) the eyeing with a strong 
thread, dredge the fish with flour, lay it in || 
a pan with a little: water in which is some 
butter, and place in the oven. Baste fro- 
quently and bake one hour, and serve with 
parsloy sauce. Three or four narrow strips 
of fat salt pork laid on top of the baking fish 
is thought to improve its flavor.

t the convention of the Ontario Cream- 
eries Association held in Toronto in March, 
1887, F. W, Fearman, Esq., Hamilton, 
James Park, Esq., Toronto, and Thomas 
ronto, Were appointed a 
a Committve of Examination, The judging 
was loferred till 22nd and 28th March. 
Uhe different lots were known to the judges 
by numbers only, there being no indication 
on the tubs as'to the kind or quantity of 
aalt used, The object of the judging was, 
to arrange in the order of their merit the 
different tubs in each lot from the* one 
churning, 

There was the widest difference of opinion 
in some cases among the judges as to the 
relative inerits of the different tubs in the 
same lot. Some butter salted with every 
one of the different brands of salt was 
awarded by merit the first place in at least 
one of the several comparisons. No one 
kind showed such superiority over the 
others, on the average of thu teats, as te 
serve special mention, ‘The average merit 
of the Canadian salt. was slightly higher 
than tbat of the English, but the average 
loss of weight. by the addition of salt and 
working was slightly iu favor of the Eng- 
lish article. 

Tn a comparison as to the qualities cf the 
butter frou: using different quantities of the 
same salt in several lots from one churning 
at the end of six months, the butter salted 
three-quarters of an ounce to the pound was 
placed:first; one ounce to the pound secovd; 
one-half unnce to the pound third; one and 
a quarter ounces to the pound fourth; one- 
quarter of an ounce to the poniid last and 
very inferior. 

In cases where the salt was slow of dis 
solving and where the butter hai been left

The Crops in the States. 


Cuicaco, July 11,—The Farmer's Review 
says: During the Inst week refreshing rains 
were experienced quite generally throughout 
the States of the Mississippi Valley, though 
wnapy unvisited localities suffered from the 
drought, The winter wheat harvest is now 
so nearly completed as to furnish a safe basis 
of the estimate of the yield. . The estimates 
of the yield per acre, teached hy stunmariz- 
ing the reports of our correspondents in this 
iste are as follows: for seventeen counties 
in Illinois, 17 bushels; nine counties in Indi- 
ana give un average of 15% bushels per acre; 
twelve counties in Kansas, 13 bushels, which 
former reports ilicline us to think as too high; 
four counties in Kentucky, 11} bushels; 
three counties in Michigan, 13 bushels; seyen 
counties in Missouri, 18 4-7 busbels; twelve 
gounties Ip Ohio, 16 bushels, and four coun- 
tics ji Wisconsin, 162 bushels. ‘The reports 
on the condition of spring Wheat ure quite 
uniform from Dakota, Nebraska, Minnesota, 
The lowest percent 
as compared with an average crop is 70 
from Nebraska, and the highest 78 from 
Wisconsin, The spring ‘wheat is rapidly ap- 
proaching maturity, and now, in spite of 
drought and insect injury, gives promise of 
about three quart i an average crop. 
The same condition will very nearly apply 
to the condition and prospective yield of 
vats. The conditions of drouth and heat 
have favored the development of injurious 
iusects, aud to the tw uses can be at- 
tributed tho lons of fully 25 per cent, of the 
crops of spring grain. Corn generally is in 
4 very promising condition aud fully two 
woeks ahead of theseason, There is alroady 
some complaint of chinch bug depredations, 
and there is danger that as the spring wheat 
antl outs are liarvestod: the bugs will move 
in force to the ad nt corn helds and do 
much injury

Arab and Persian Horses. 


The general run of Arabs are no doubt

He 
will do an enormous amount of work on 
very little and very indifferent food and will 
always bear himself well and handsomely. 
Tn one point only is he, more than other 
horses, susceptible of disease, and that is 
his oye, which is liable to cataract. His 
great characteristic is his undaunted pluck, 
which is never more clearly shown than 
when by any chance he is ill, when all 
veterinary surgeons will allow that he is a 
moat desirable patient, resisting and throw- 
ing off the effects of illness or treatment in 
a way that no horse of another race can 
equal, Persian horses have always been 
found among the most generally useful ro 
mounts in India, and they take their place 
both in the ranks of cavalry and in gun teams, 
They haye more power and size than Arabs, 
with many of the same good qualities, and—

they are generally cheaper in price.

It is more than likely that Emin Pasha, 
who has lived in Central Africa over eight 
years, will choose rather to remain 
at his post than to return to Europe 
with the Stanley expedition, In his latest 
letters he announces his purpose to establish 
& permanent station in the healthful and 
fertile district of Mahagi, on the southwest 
coast of Albert Nyanza, and he also speaks of 
his projects for future exp] ration. The 

urpose of Stanley's oxpe ion is not to 
Pring Emin Pasha home, but to supply him 
with the ammunition and other resources 
needed to enable him to withdraw, 
if he desires, or vw atill maintain the author- 
ity of Egypt in that part of equatorial Africa. 

Emin Pasha and Dr. Junker have both 
protested in eloquent words against aban- 
doning this province to barbarism and the 
slaver. Emin Pasha has taught thousands 
of the natives improved methods of agricul- 
tare and the arts of weaving and shoemak- 
ing. To abandon the work he has so well 
begun will be to throw away the opportun- 
ity of planting civilization in the heart of 
Africa, By means of the newly discovered 
waterways to the Congo, Faypt's equatorial 
province may still be kept within easy reach 
of Europe, the Soudan may some day be re- 
gained, and millions of blacks preserved from 
the Khartoum slaye drivers who formerly 
ravaged their homes. 

Emin Pasha’s territory was one of the 
two provinces of Egypt that paid all its 
expenses and turned a surplus into the trea- 
sury. According to Dr. Junker the Gover 
nor General has on hand a store of ivory 
large enough to pay the entire cost of the 
Stanley expedition three times over, 
Junker also says that if Emin Pasha decides 
to remain at his post the majority of his 
force of 1,800 men will remain with him,

The gold mines in Kaladar are now excit 
ing considerable interest, and give promise 
of turning out very profitable, About two 
weeks ago the owners had three and a balf 
tons of the rock hauled to Malone 
Hastings, where there is a reduction mill, to 
have the value of the ore put to practical 
test. The result was that ina few days they 
received a bar of fine milling gold weighing

mines which have become famous and made 
their owners immensely wealthy, The vein 
has been opened ta the depth of ten feet, 
thus showing that it is no mere ‘ pocket.’

A Terrible Railway Accident. 


An Excursion Train runs into Freight 
Cars Loaded With Oil. 


Sr. Trosas, July Tho most shock 
inh accident that has eVer happened in this 
section of the country occ ered Ke re to-night 
pabont 7.20 o'clock. “A special freight train 
on the M.C,R. in charge of engineer O'S! 
and conductor Faats was crossing the Lon- 
dou & Port Stanley track near the M. GC. R 
station. An excursion train from Port 
Stanley, loaded down with London and St 
Thomas excursionists, rushed headlong into 
{t, striking the freight a few cars back fre 
the ine and almost instantly the w 

was ono mass of flames, Unfortunately, 
two cars of petroleum consigned for Windsor 
became ignited, and the firo spread with 
such rapidity that in a very short time the 
whole neighborhood was ablaze and all ap 
Raeaee to the scene of the crushed and 
yurning excursionists was cut off, The fire 
brigade was soon out, but for over an hour 
could do nothing but confipe the flames as 
far as possible to the buildings which were 
already burning. The sight was one that 
appalled the hearts of the bravest, and will 
never be forgotten by those who saw it 
Engines approached the wreck from three 
directions and pulled the burning cars which 
still remained on the track out of tho heat, 
and the fire in these was soon extinguished. 
A crowd of eager helpers then turned their 
attention to the burning mass of cars and 
human beings, All but the two front cars 
on the excursion train were shoved out of 
the road and the firomen were rapidly gain- 
ing control over the fire in the wreck when 
oue of the ofl tanks exploded with a terrible 
boom scorching and burning hundreds of 
Perens in the crowd about, causing a dread 
ul panic. Women fainted ani were car- 
ried off in all directions, some with broken 
limbs and doctors enongh could not be found 
to equal the eme After the explo- 
sion the work of rescuing the unfortunate 
victims pinned under the wreck commenced 
and in half an hour's time the charred re 
mains Of nine persons were rescued, all of 
whom were burned beyond idcutification, 
but were thought to be mostly women and 
children, About 9.30 the remains of Engin 
eer Harry Donnelly, of Loudon, one of the 
oldest cugineors on the G.T.R., was released 
from underavath his engine, which had top 
pled over on him while in the at of jamping 
for his life, The fireman, whose name ix not 
known, saved himself by jnmping. but waa 
badly injured. A number of excureionista 
whe were in the rear end of the front coach 
escaped death in the flames, but presented 
such a shocking appearance that it is feared 
many will succumb to their injuries, Fire- 
map Ponsford, who was on top of a building 
near the wreck when the explosion took

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Boys and Tobacco. 


In Germany the use of tobacco by boys 
under 18 is prohibited by laws which are 
rigidly enforced. 

In the Ecole Polytechnique of France it 
was found that non-smokers took the high- 
est rank in every grade, and that smokers 
continually lost grade. Hence the use of to- 
bacco was prohibited in the public schools, 
It was also prohibited in oor own Govern- 
ment schools of Annapolis and West Point, 
Hundreds of boys apply for admission to the 
Naval Academy, and one-fifth of all who are 
examined ate rejected, on account of heart 
disease, which the surgeons say is cansed by 
smoking cigarettes,

There are fow studien more uncles and in 
sipid thon that of Knglish Grammar as com- 
monly taught, few more interestliiy and use 
ful that that of the Enylish language. If 
grammat is the Art of reading and writing 
correctly we must admit that eiié seldom 
speaks or writes English more corroctly for 
having studied English ammar, We 
speak and write correctly because we have 
read well-written books, listened to correct 
speaking and associated with well-educated 
people: In fact there is hardly such « thing 
as English Grammar, except what has been 
manufactured out of nothing by grammari- 
ans, Other languages have complex gram- 
mars—we have nono; and yet our child 
for hundreds of years and in spite of the r 
monatrances of such men as Locke, Milton, 
and others as eminent, are obliged to devote 
the strongth of their youth to the stady of 
declensions, conjagations, moods and tenses, 
which do not exist, 

Meantime nothing can be more interesting 
than the study of tho English language—the 
origin, derivation and evolution of words; 
the construction of sentences; the laws of 
thought, by obeying which speech and writ- 
ing become definite, accurate and intellig- 
iblo; aud the comparison of the style of dif- 
ferent writers, 

In the use of langnage children should be 
taught first, to speak intelliyibly, ond second, 
to speak intelligently, or, as Dr. Johnson 
would have said, * categorically,” We are 
too apt, most of us, to resemblo the Jady of 
whom the good Doctor said: *When I 
talked to her tightly and closely she was all 
wiggle-waggle. 1 could not persuade her to 
be categorical.”

The Norway Spruce. 


To the Editor of the News-Argua, 

Sin.—I should advise everyone who can 
procure them to plant for wind-breaks lines 
of these beantifal trees, I lately noticed a 
wind-break composed of one line of pines 
panies thirty-five years ago, supplemented 
by rows of Norway sprnce planted twenty 
years ago, and the spruce was as tall as the 
pine. The great necessity for winter and 
spring shelter, now that the forests are fast 
going, points to evergreens as the best means 
available, Of course pine or cedar will often 
answer very well and either of the three can 
be planted during the first weck in August. 
The young trees, it may be remarked, should 
have their roots covered from the time of 
digging till planting, as these troes are resin- 
ous, and if the resin hardens they die, The 
first of August is often a very busy scason, 
but sometimes one or two days occur too wet 
for the handling of grain crops, hut which 
would answer well for planting. I observe 
in passing throngh the country that many 
farmers are beginning to appreciate and use 
this ready means of increasing the value of 
thoir property. An old farmer said to me: 
** By various means, principally tree plant- 
ing, L have made my farm a Beautiful and 
valuable location. One of my neighbors, 
whose farm is simply a large fenced yard,

‘Too 
large a quantity should not, therefore, be 
made ata time, Glue may be freed from 
the foreign animal matter generally in it 
by softening it in cold water, washing it 
with the same several times, till it no longer 
gives out any color, then bruising it with 
thehand, and suspending itin a finn bag 
beneath the surface of a large quantity of 
water at 66 degrees Fahrenheit. By doin; 
this the pure glue in retained in the bag and 
the soluble impurities pass through. Jf 
the softened glue bo heated to. 122 degrees 
without water and filtered, some other 
impurities will be retained by the filter, 
and a colorless solution of glue be obtained. 


A new idea is a bed-spring which shall 
serve as a fire-escape in time of danger. It 
consists of four seta of springs, seven feet 
long and just wide enough when laid to- 
gether to set ina bed frame. Eachsot is 
attached to the adjoining one by a clamp, 
which unites iron appendages fastened to 
theend of the springs. These appendages 
add to the length of the arrangement so as 
to make it about thirty feet long while 
hanging ont of the window.

The New England Blue Laws. 


These laws were enacted b: 
of the ‘‘Dominion of New Haven,” and 
became known as the blue laws because they 
were printed on blue poper. ‘They are as 
follows; 

“‘The governor and magistrates convened 
in general assembly are the supreme power, 
under God, of this independent dominion. 
From the determination of the assembly no 
appeal shall be made. 

*“ No one shall be a freeman or have a vote 
unless he is converted and a, member of one 
of the churches allowed in tho dominion. 

“ Each freeman shall swear by the blessed 
God to bear true allegiance to this domipion, 
and that Jesus is the only king, 

“No dissenter from the essential worship 
of this dominion shall be allowed togive a 
vote for electing of magistrates or any officer. 

**No food or lodging shall be offered too 
heretic, 

“No one shall cross.a river on the Sabbath 
but authorized clergymen, ' 

‘* No one shall travel, cook victuals, make 
beds, sweep houses, cut hair orshaveon the 
Sabbath day. 

“No one shall kiss his or her children on 

Sabbath or fast days. 

Thé Sabbath day shall/begin at sunset 
Saturday. 

‘* Whoever wears clothes’ trimmed with 
gold, silver orbone lace above one shilling pen 
yard shall be presented by the grand jurors, 
and the selectmen shall tax the estate £300. 

“* Whoever brings cards or dice into the 
dominion shall pay a fine of £5. 

‘Noone shall eat mince pies, dance, play 
cards, or play any instrumeéntof musicexcept 
the drum, trumpet or jewsharp. 

‘No gospel minster shall join poople in 
marriage. The magistrate may join them in 
marriage, as he may do it with less scandal 
to Christ's church. 

“When people refuse their children con- 
venient marriages, the magistrate shall 
determine the point. 

“A man who strikes his wife shall be 
fined £10, 

“A woman who strikes her husband shall 
be punished as tho law directs, 

‘No man shall court « maid in person or 
by letter without obtaining the consent of 
her parents ; £5 penalty for the first offense, 
ten ier the second, and forthe third im- 
prisonment during the pleasure of the court.”

The Pit Brow Women. 

All legislation restricting the occupations 
in which women may cngage should be most 
closely watched, as what is.intended for a 
philanthropic measure may cause great evil. 
An instance of the necessity of this occurred 
ashort time ago in England, ‘The law 
abolishing female labor in mines has admit- 
tedly done great good, and when « measure 
was'introduced into the Imperial parliament 
preventing the employment of women at 
the pit-brow, it, on the face of it, looked as 
if it was but an extension of the principle. 
Thode pitbrow women are employed, par- 
ticularly in Lancashire, to screen over and 
save the small coal, They earned moder- 
ately good wages, and the work while hard 
was neither unhealthy nor did it bring them 
into degrading surroundings, The plea of 
the advocates of the measure was that the 
work was unwomanly, and as a proof of this 
they alleged that the women committed the 
unpardonable offence of wearing trousers and 
coats when at work. ‘Tho pit-brow women 
were not at all inclined to allow themselves 
to bo outlawed without protest. A strong 
deputation of theirs, clad in their working 
clothing, interviewed the Homo Seoretary 
in order to induce him to get the Govern 
ment to oppose the bill, ‘They sucoveded in 
their offorts and have still the right to earn 
an honest livelihood in the open air, The 
underlying cause of tho bill being presented 
was that the trades unions were desirous of 
getting possession of tho women’s branch 
of the work.

‘one end is the brush, or hairy covering; at 
the other.end the germ. Commencing at the 
outside of the grain we find the husk or bran 
coatings, sometimes given as three, soie- 
times as five in number. These are fibrous 
in nature, Next comes a coating of gluten 
cells (the perisperm.) The gluten is the nit- 
rogenious compound of the wheat, and is of 
the highest nutritive value, Within these 
lie enclosed the starch or flour cells, (the ex 
dosperm), containing also gluten cells in 
mingled with them, To separate these dark 
fibrous coatings, to sift out by themselves 
the greyish germs and to retain as much of 
the white starch as possible is the aim of the 
miller. In doing 80 he leaves behind most 
of the gluten coating with the bran, The 
old milling process left behind also with the 
bran a considerable quantity of starch. Tt 
roller process tends to remove all this starch; 
the result is that most of the bran produced 
by the roller process is richer in nitrogen 
(gluten) and poorer in starch than the bran 
produced under the old process, and is 
therefore of a higher nutritive value. 

By the roller process the bran is richer in 
nitrogen and fat than either the whole wheat 
or the flour, Tt is, however, also to be not- 
ed that the nitrogen of the bran is not all in 
form suitable for muscle-building, but it i 
available for fat-production. ‘Tho nitrog 
of the flour is albuminod in compositio 
some of that in the bran is amide in compo- 
sition,

The 
ttle old church has been the centre of the 
little community for years, and its foot-bur.

In multi- 
tudes of cases the purity of the country air 
is moro than counterbalanced by the impur- 
ity of the water, 

The condition of many of our famous sea- 
sido resorts is still worse than that of the 
country, the drainage being radicelly de- 
fective, and wholly unequal to the needs of 
a large temporary population, 

In our religious camp-grounds also, to 
which increasing numbers ‘sons yearly 
resort for the entiré season, whaatatai drain. 
age is the exception rather than tho rule. 
Horioalwa say to every one, make sure be- 
forehand that the cottage or hotel or farm- 
house you propose going to, makes the full- 
est provision for pure water.
